CURRY’S EXPEDITION. z 
Barry's Carp, Stein Mountain, Oregon, | 
August 17th, 1864, 
INDIAN ADPAIRS, 

Wary I last wroto you from the Malbeur 
valley I was sanguine that Jong ere this time 
T should have been enabled to have penned 
to you the fact of how we found and gave the 
Snakes such a whipping as would teach then 
how to leave the paths of peace, FE was ther 


and am yet in hopes that before this cam- 


paign closes, something like justice in tho 
way of retaliation upan the Indians for the 
many outrages committed by them upon our 
frontier settlements, and trading communities 
going to and from the different mining camps, 
as well ag revenge for the blood of many of 
our citizens spilled by these same savages, 
mightbe obtained, However tangible these 
hopes muy be, and they are not only enter- 
tained by me, but by every man in this com- 
mand, thiugs have so shaped themselves as to 
result in a complete disappointment of them 
so far; nnd but once daring Summer's ride, 
now smovating to some sizteen hundred 
miles, have we como upon the Indians, (ex- 
cept on dordan creck last June, when we 
killed six out of Seven Indisns,) this was on 
the 18th of July. At this time Curry's and 
Drake's commanda were marching together; 
on the 32th, while lying: over on the middle 
fork of Crooked river, owe Indian ceouts whe 


nad gene ont in scare of Indiano, returned 
and reported the Snake camp to be within 
six miles of ws, they (the scouts) haviag en- 
countered the Saakes, and were ehascd? by 
them within two miles of onr camp, losing in 
the mcantimo ono of theiznumber.

Although 
his position was woll chosen and well caleu- 
lated to bo held against 2 greatly superior 
foree, and very strange te say within twenty- 
Gyo miles of Deako’a depot, and not many 
miles off from the old battle ground where 
Licut, Watson and two privates fell while 
nallantiy charging npon the Indians, so shill.

ten days’ rations, and numbering ona bund. 
red and forty men, we started on the fresh 
trail flushed with theexcitemeutof the chase. 
Fifteen miles’ ride brought us to the South, 
Fork of the John Day river. Here, while i@) 
the act of descending down tho sidea of a 
great cafion, through which this stream here 
cuto its way, Indians were discovered on tho 
bluif opposite, though in but amallforee, In~ 
mediately as the Indians saw thoy were dis» 
covered, they raised the war-whoop and be- 
gan the attack, In this battle, or skirmish, 
more properly speaking, some three or four 
hundred shots were exchanr®d, neither party, 
80 far ag could be ascertained, sustaining any 
damage, and owing to the great distance our 
Government rifes tailed to curry their deadly 
missiles to the enemy, while the Indians’ gong 
thresy their balls farover our heads. Owing 
to the abruptness of the cañon many miles 
circuit had necessarily to be made by us be- 
fore wo could reach the position of the ene- 
my, and when made, he bad again made good 
his retreat, ‘und this time, perhaps, forever 
and ayo, for us. We followed the trail three 
duys louger, ond returngd to camp, the jaded 
conuiton of our animals being such as to ren- 
der them unfiit for competing with fresher 
ones, This party of Indians aro said, by 
those versed in Snakeology, to be léd by one 


‘Pauline, a brave, daring and. reckless chief, 


and one well versed in the ways of the whitea 
having; in ’59,acted as guide to a Govern- 
ment expedition from the Dalles to Salt Lake 
city. Many other strange and wonderful 
things are spoken ot regarding this man In- 
dian Pauline, but owing to the want of time, 
and encroachments upon yours and your 
readers’ patience, shall defer until "time and 
leisure permits, and then should the people 
ask it we-shall bo pleased to write Pauline’s 
history with some of his doings and sayings 
recorded therein. Well, as we should have 
remarked at the beginning, Curry's command 
returned here after an absence of two months, 
leaving Capt. Drake's command on Crooked 
river, Capt. Caldwell and Lieut, Olney, the 
former with fifty and the latter with forty 
men, acting as road guards on the Dalles and 
Cañon city road. 
A WORD IN DÈFDNSL OF THIS COMMAND, 

Though we have not done that which wa 
anticipated when we left Walla Walla for thiu 
country, yet I cannot justly in any wise at- 
tribute it to a failure on the part of the men. 
or the Commanding officer of this command 
in not doing their duty. The animus of the 
command has been to fight and give tatisfac- 
tion to tho conntry at large; to de this wo 
hove ridden a distance of near sixteen hunga 
re% milessince April 28th, and though, wo 
have not succeeded co far in subjugating the 
hostilo tribes, yet wo bhaye at least become 
acquainted with tho ways of the Indians, and 
the country in general, heretofore but little 
known, and masked ous a course that others 
who follow ug may be enabled to accomplich 
‘omething. If there has been a failure to do 
anything this Sammer, (and there certainly 
has been,}1t has been in the general povern- 
ment not providing a sufficient force of men 
and putting them to work in dead earnest. 
Thezo is no way in which the Snake band 
can sooner be subjugated than by the locatica 
of a military postin this, or some other suit- 
ablo valley, and then I think one well man- 
aged Winter campaign would, I think, puta 
quictus upon Snake Indiana hereafter. Of

In accordance with notices posted at Dars 
nell’s flat, calling a miner’s meeting for the 
purpose of forming a new district and makiny 
laws to govern the same, the miners met fer 
that purpose on August 28th, 1864, L. Darnell 
being duly clected Chairman, gud E, R. Lunt 
Secretary, Js Campbell and S: S, Hawthorne 
being appointed, by the Chair to draft » set 
of laws, proposed the following, which were 
adopted : 


Arriern 1, This district shall be known as- 
“Baw Mall District,” and baunded as fultowe s+ - 
Commencing atthe month of Fait creek, wuning 
up the malin left hand fork to the summit, thence 
down the summit oppoata to Harper's ranch, 
thence to Harper’s ranch, thence np Guimes creck 
to the mouth of Granite creck, thence up the di 
vide between Grimes and Granite creeks to a point 
opposite the mouth of Fall croak, thence to the 
mouth of Fall greek, 1 ? ; 

ArT. 2. Each and every miner shall be entitled 
to Hold four claims by jocation, consisting of one 
guich, one creck, onc bar and one hill claim, 

ART. 3. Creek claims shall be 200 feet long on 
the creek, extending from bluff to bluff on cach 
side. Bar tlaims shall inyo 200 feet front on the 
creck and extending back as far aa the bar extends. 
Gulch claims ghal consist of 200 fect cquare, ihe 
gnich being the center of the claims Hl claiina 
shall haye 200 feet front.and run back to the suni- 
nit of the hill, - ` 

Aur. 4. Hilland bar claims must have stahes 
on cach of their front vorners, with 5 notice there- 
on, containing the names of the claimants and the 
date of the location or purchase.

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STEAMBOAT DISASTER. 


. Sacramento, Sept. G+-The opposition 
steamer Washoe on lier way from.San Frare 
cisco to Sacramento expladed her boiler and 
collapsed a iine at hal’ past nine o'clock last, 
night,while al the head of Steamboat slough 
40° miles below Sacramento. She had on 
board ‘180 passengers, a large number being 
fersales, only about ten of whom are saved, 
Capt. Kidd and most of the. olficeya of the 
boat are unharmed, The (Washoe sunk nert 
shore,a complete wreck, The steamer Chrys- 
opolis was a long way ahead and knew no- 
thing of.the disaster, The Antelope being 
tehind, came up and took off the wounded 
anda large number of the dead, and brought 
tLe Brat news of this sad affair to this city.— 
The Howard Association turned out to attent 
the wounded, ‘Ihe steamers Visalia and Cle- 
op.atra at once proceeded down to the wreck. 
Besides those found dead a number is suppo~ 
sed to have been drowned, na the Washoe 
careened over and suuk her stern under water 

Dr. Fry, who has just come from the An- 
telope, reports afew dead on board and GO 
cases of severe injuries—of these at least 80 
will die, they having inbaled steam, He cs- 
timates that about 150 persons have been 
wounded or killed, of whom about 60 are 
dead or will die. Only two women eseaped 
injury. The Antelope brought only the 
wounded to this city, 

The explosion is reported to have taken 
place at ten o'clock, ata point jus; below the 
Hoe’s back, about ten m les above Rio Vista. 

When the Antelope reached the foot of R 
street, the scene on board was such as {s rare- 
ly witnessed on the Pacific coast. The floor 
of the cabin and deck was covered with dead 
and wounded, Some forty sulferers were 
stretched out, some of them enduring great 
pain, and others were too badly injured to be 
conscious of their condition, The most cf 
the physicians of- che city had been sent for, 
who promptly responded, renderiag a)} the 
aid in their.power, Among the seriously in- 
jured were three women, two of them sisters, 
who died after being placed on board. The 
other, a Mrs. McGee, had a leg broken, The 
other sufferers were men. They were almost 
without exception badly scalded about tha 
bead, face and hands, and many of them 
about the breast and body. A large number 
of citizens visited the levee while the boas 
remained at the foot of the street, many af 
them searching anxiously for relations and 
friends. Nearly o thousand persons had as- 
sermbled at the levee, and an impromptu San- 
itary.Gcmmission was immediately organized. 
The Vernon House on J street, has, been en- 
gaged and opened as a hospital. Stretchers 
were hastily constructed and cots forced into 
requisition, on which the victiins ef the dis- 
aster were removed to Vernon by. volunteer 
citizens, who manifested a Jaudable. desire to 
do everything that humanity dictated. Sev- 
err] deaths occurred after the boat landed,— 
Of the forty more badly injured, three-fourths 
will die. Itis impossible to tell, as we write 
how many lives have been lost; but it scema 
that atlenst 75 bave been killed or fatally 
injured. We learn from H. H. Stephens, 
chief clerk, that there were 153 passengers 
on board ca leaving San Francizco, and gev- 
eral others came on board at Benicia and Rio 
Vista. The Antelope brought avout 80, len- 
ving some five or six dead bodies and tireo 
or fourtinjured persoas in the locality of the 
wreck, ‘The number blown overboard, killed 
and remaining in the lower cabin enanot, of 
course, be at present ascertained. Passenger 
list is lost. The lights were extirguished by 
the shock, Some called for light, some for 
water; some to be thrown overboard; others 
jumped overboard. Capt. Kidd ard his un- 
injured officers were prompt in extending re- 
lief, buthad‘ few facilities at hand. When 
the Antelope arrived; Capt. Poster, Van Pelt, 
chief clerk, and all the-offiecrs and crew ex- 
erted themesives to the utmost, 

Statement of H, H. Stephens, Clerk—I 
think it was one of the boilers that exploded, 
I think tle aft head’ ofthe boiler went first 
and threw the fire forward, as the boat was 
on fire in three places immediately after the 
explosion. The explosion was up and xft.—- 
The steering gear was ruined, but she took a 
sheer and ran ashore. 

The Antelopejarrived two hours after the explo- 
sion. CaptyJsidd wasin the plat house with 
Baldwin and Enston. The pilots all eseaned un- 
injured.
